THE INFLU‘NZA SCOURGE. 
HONGKONG'S RESPONSIBILITY. 


According to aatatement in the Journal 
of Tropical Medivine and Hygiene, Bong. 
kong must beur the stigma uf being the 
starting point of the influenza scourge. 
The writer, Who signs bimuelf ‘'J.C.,’" 


says that in December, 1884, he read 
a paper befure the Hongkong Medical 
Bociety, in which he gave 4 description 
of an ailment with which he was not 
familiar, and asked tho members tu name 
the ailment. The matter, fell into 
abuyance, 4s those present, did not recog- 
nise that the ailment was anything out 
of the way or worthy of notice. The 
writer sont the paper to the Lritish 
dledical Journal, in which it appeared 
in 1891 under thy title of '' The First Re- 
corded Caves of Influenza in the Modern 
Epidemic." It will be remembered that 
the epidemic spread round the world, 
starting from China, and when it reached 
Biberia, and hence to Russia in Europe, 
it wag atyled ' Chineso influenza.” When 
it appearcd in Western Europe it waa 
called ‘Russian influenza.” It wan 
further brought to the Eastern scaporte 
of America by British ships, und after 
trovelling acrosg America’ it reached 
Japan, whore it wag called ‘ Amorican 
influenza.” From Japan it reached 
China again, and started a second, a 
third, and a fourth time round the world, 
following tho pathway from Kast to 
West, fairly systematically, 

In the well known Australian writer’sa 
necount of the opidemic ho fucuscs tha 
starting pvint in Hongkong, and in tho 
map given the pathway show, thia do- 
finitely. Curiously enough, neither tho 
members of the mijitary nor of the civil 
medicgl services in Hongkong would have 
it that. the diseaso mentioned by '' 5.0.” 
in 1809 was influenza, So persistently 
wag this adhered to that a momber of 
tho Civil Medical Staff wrote to tho 
British Medical Journal saying that tho 
writer's account was “ nonecnse,”” and in 
the official records of the military and 
civil rorvices it was spocially notified 
during 1880-01 that no influcnza was pro- 
vont in Hongkong, which ‘' olllcially ’* 
remninod the only spot of the globe, in 
fact, whero influcnis wag unknown. In 
tho birthplace of tho disensy it was. 
“ officinlly ” denied to prevail. The dis.
